THE LEGEND OF MOUNT DEABLO, 


A writer in the October number of the 
Atlantie Monthly, gives n legend of Monte 
del Diablo, in which he portrays the manner 
of its having received its Satanic name, as 
well as a significant vision concerning the exit 
of the pious missionaries with their Spanish 
retinue, and the appearance of another race 
of men, The legend runs thus:

bid the good priest to look to the west; he 
did so and behsld a long cavalcade of gallant 
cavaliers all in deep mourning; martial music 
reached his eara, and as they swept down the 
plain they were joined by like processions de- 
filing from every ravine and canyon of the 
mysterious mountain; the cross of Santiago 
glittered, and the banners of Castile and Ar- 
agon waved over the moving column. The 
evil one at length broke the reverie of the 
holy man in this wise: 

You behold the fading foot-prints of adven- 
turous Castile—the declining glory of old 
Spain. The soil she hath acquired is lost to 
her irrevocably, Look to the east.” Fath- 
et Jose looked as directed, and saw a 
strange and motley crew; instead of the dark- 
eyed and raven-tres®ad sons of Castile, he be- 
held blue eyes and fixen hair of a Sexon 
race; instend of music, they emitted strange 
guttural noises; instead of decorous tread and 

stately mien, they came swaggering; giant 
trees fell before them as with the breath of a 
tornado, and the bowels of the carth were 
torn and rent as with a convulsion, The Father 
demanded of the mysterious stranger who had 
shown him all this, “who sre these swagger- 
ing, bustling Isbmaelites, with neither cross 
nor holy symbol?“ * Step under the shadow 
of my plume,” said bis companion, “and ye 
shall see,” Father Jose stepped beside him 
and they both sank into the earth. When 
the Father opened his eyes, he found himself 
in a vaulted chamber spangled with diamonds 
and a floor of pure gold, lakes and streams 
of pure gold lay in caverns in all directions; 
some liquid and some solid. The Devil signi- 
fied thai if the priest would desert the country, 
taking with him his bells and holy images and 
missions, he would crown his old age with 
pleasure, and that he should not want, at the 
same time nodding significantly at the lake. 
Incensed atthe attempted bribe, the Father 
brdndished his crucifix in the face of the arch 
fiend. and bid him depart, at the samt time 
letting fall the crucifix by accident, when a 
tussle ensüed, both attempting to obtain it, in 
which the good monk was so overpowered as 
to becorae insensible. When he awoke to 
consciousness, he was being carried on a litter 
by friends who had found him on the summit 
of Mount Diablo near where he had so mi- 
raculously disappeared into the earth, His 
faithful attendants comiug to the spot just at 
the time of his beizg exhumed, saw the mon- 
oter leave him after he had reached the sur- 
face, but he had then assumed the shape of a 
grizzly bear, and with his claws either before 
or after his transformation he had lacerated 
the arms and body of the priest to an alarm- 
ing degree.

OYHEE AGaIn.—Judge E. T. Beatty, who 
has jast returned from the Oyhee mines, has 


and Oro Fino ledges. The Morning Star, 
from which specimens have hitherto been 
shown us by other parties, we have from the 
first been convinced, is about the best rock 
that has ever been brought to this place from 
any lode. The specimens brought in by Mr. 
Beatty, which he assures us are not better 
than an average of the whole lode, though not 
so rich as smaller specimens submitted to our 
inspection from the same claim, are still more 
convincing as to its richness; they are large 


An assay of this rock, made for Judge B., 
showed a yield of $7000 in silver and $2800 
in gold. The silver permeates the entire rock 
and ir not in spots aud particles as is the case 
in many ledges, specimens from which assay 
well but do not work up to the prospect. The 
Oro Fino is of a different character; the rock 
is light; shows the presence of a considerable 
amount of gold and silver, but has not been 
assayed that we know of. A town on Jordan 
creek called Boonville has recently sprung 
up; it contains 13 houses and covers about 
all the available building ground there js in 
the vicin.ty, as the canyon is very steep, the 
eite being formed by the junction of a gulch 
with the creek. Ruby city, two and a half 
miles further up the stream, is very similar in 
size and character. One mile still further up 
is another town laid out, but as the site ia now 
covered with snow, no building has been be- 
gun, neither have they given the place a 
name. The weather is extremely cold with 
chilling winds in that region, and the Judge 
found it disagreeable prospecting.

Better late than never is an old 
and wise adage, and we hope now thata 
move has been made in the matter to hear no 
more about fires starting from poorly arrang- 
ed stovepipes, Committees were also appoin- 
ted to procure buckets, axes, hooks, ladders, 
Ke. z and one to inquire into the expediency 
of procuring a trek and truck-house, A 
house in which to hold meetings and keep 
implements, Co., in certainly necessary but it 
is vary doubtful whether or not a trucs could 
be used more than 4 month longer, and two 
or three men n hold of a ladder will always 
travel faster with it than they could if they 
were loaded on a truck which had to be drag- 
ged even through a foot of bow. Sleighs 
might answer a better purpose than wheels 
during the Winter, and even they could only 
be drawn through the principal streecs, The 
thorougfare accommodations of Bannock are 
wholly inadequate ta the necessities of the 
people. Should a fire oceur on one of the 
baek streets a large ladder could hardly be 
got on the ground without tal ing it eiear out 
of town at one end or the other of one of the 
principal streets and approaching tho fire 
from the roar. A survey ‘should be had and 
more etreets opened as a fireman's neceesity, 
if for nothing else, and God knows there are 
a thousand outside reasons why it should

DIANA, 

Diana was tqin-sister of Apollo, and daugh- 
ter of Jupiter and Latona, She was, ac- 
cording to some accounts born before her 
brother, and aided the labor of her mother. 
This goddess presided over the chase; she 
loved to follow with the bow and arrows the 
flying game over the mountains, attended by 
her train of huntresaenymphs. Diana was 
never married ; and she was renowned for her 
unblemished chastity, As we have seen in 
the instance of Callisto, she punished severely 
the breach of this virtue in her nymphs. 

Acteon, one of the grandsons of Cadmus, 
chanced as he roamed through the woods du- 
ring the heat of the day, to approach the cave 
and fount in the vale of Gargaphia, whither 
Diana was in the habit of retiring to bathe 
with her nymphs. Unfortunately for the youth 
the goddess was there at the time: ashamed 
of being surprised in this situation by a mor- 
tal, and incensed at the unintentional iniru- 
sion, she took up some water in her hand, 
and flinging it on Acton, turned him into a 
stag, His own dogs happened to catch a 
sight of bim, gave chase, and running him 
down tore him to pieces. 

Chione, the daughter of Dedalion, was 
loved by both Apollo and Mercury. Her son 
by the former god was Philammon, a cele- 
brated musician; to the latter she bore Au- 
tolycus, the notorious cattle-stealer. Far from 
being ashamed, Chione gloried in having 
gained the love of two gods, and she presum- 
ed to speak disparagingly of the beauty of 
Diana compared with her own. The goddess, 
to punish her, shot her through the tongue 
with one of ker arrows. 

Niobe, the daughter of Tantalus and wife 
of Amphion, being the mother of seven sons 
and os many daughters, proudly set herself 
above Latona, who had borne two children. 
The goddess complained to her bow-bearing 
offspring; and soon the seven sons of Amhi- 
on lay slain by the arrows of Apollo and his 
daughters by those of Diana. Niobe. stiffen- 
ing with grief, was turned into stone.

It is, however, highly probable that Apollo 
was originally a sun-god, and his sister a 

moon-goddess.
